Pending claims in the application are 1-14, which are in allowable condition. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 , 2 and 9-13 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest a connection device for poisoning a gradient coil assembly in a basic field 
magnet assembly of a magnetic resonance tomograph, wherein the connection device 
being primarily a closed annular clamp element with a conical internal surface engaging 
a position of an external surface of the gradient coil assembly, as the clamp element is 
centered between the gradient coil assembly and the basic magnetic field magnet 
assembly, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

Claims 3-8 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
connection device for poisoning a gradient coil assembly in a basic field magnet 
assembly of a magnetic resonance tomograph, wherein the connection device being 
primarily a closed annular clamp element with a conical internal surface engaging a 
position of an external surface of the gradient coil assembly, as the clamp element is 
centered between the gradient coil assembly and the basic magnetic field magnet 
assembly, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

Claim 14 is allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
cylindrical gradient coil assembly in a nuclear magnetic resonance tomograph, wherein 
the connecting device including an annular clamp element with a conical internal 
surface engaging a conical external surface at an end of the gradient coil assembly, as 
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the clamp element is inserted between the gradient coil assembly and the basic field 
magnet assembly, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
